Vogue 
retired in the last eighth and apparently left the 
result between Dr. Larrick and Prince Ilermis until 
in the last seventy yards, where Hanovia came like 
a rocket and won drawing away.

I have it on the very best of anthority that next year will find Mr. George M. Hendrle's gooil horse. 
Great Britain, located for stud service in Kentucky. This must come as a welcome piece of news to the 
breeders of tlie Blue Grass, for not only are we short ou imported stallions, but we are also short on stal- 
lions of Hanover descent as well. 

Great Britain Is just tl.e sort of horse to succeed as a stallion. He could run both fast and far, win- 
ning over the Latooia course his mile in 1:37%. and scoring victories in the one and three-quarter miles 

Montreal Cup, 120 pounds up: the Toronto Cup, two and one quarter miles, 326 pounds in the saddle, and 
was first home in the Louisville Cup, two miles, under the same impost. I myself wras privileged to itee 
him win the race with consummate ease, which wound up a more than usually successful racing career for 
t.r good a weight-carrying, stout-hearted horse as we have seen out for a numlier of years past. 

Great Britain is a fine set up, sturdy sort, big bodied on short legs, a splendid doer and possessed of a 
most perfect disposition and must make up into a handsome, powerful stallion, which will be eertain to 
improve his own sterling race horse qualities on his offspring. The chestnut coat is of course au inherit- 
ance from Glencoe, which of itself augurs well for the success of Great Britain in his new role. 

A glance at the appended pedigree discloses the fact that Great Britain is a double Herod, both his 
sire. The Commoner, and his dam. Touch Not, strain to Glencoe in the male line. No less than seventeen 

times, in his first thirty-two quarterings, does Mr. Hcndrie’s horse strain to Herod, once to Matehem anil 

consequently only fourteen times to Eclipse. I will venture to state that there is not another stallion in 
the country bred like him and 1 have tabulated enough of their pedigrees to know*. 

Great Britain’s sire. The Commoner, was quite high class as a race horse and met with good success 
in after life as a sire and was full brother to Khoda B., which foaled for Mr. Richard Croker his Derby 
winner, Orby, and his One Thousand Guineas winner, Rhodora. llbodora unfortunately was torpedoed 
without warning when competing for the Oaks, otherwise she might have had both filly classics to her 
credit. Of course Khoda B. was a successful broodmare. She was broil to be one — a daughter of the 
Ileiod horse. Hanover, out of Margerine, by Algerine, which strains to Matehem. Mated to the Eclipse 
stallions, Orme and St. Frusquin, the result was most conclusive. Daugiiters also of The Commoner are 
producing any number of winners, twenty-six of them having won races this year. Tlie Bruce Lowe ad- 
herents would, 1 suppose, look askance at the pedigree of Khoda It. and her brother. The Commoner, for 
they are members of the outside, much outside, family No. 26. Yet from this same outside family came 
Belle of Portland, which scored such a signal success as a sire in Australia, the hardy Glenelg, Longfel- 
low and imported Knight of St. George. 

The Matehem leaven is introduced to The Commoner’s pedigree by way of Algerine, son of Abd-et- 
Kadir, which was by Australian, out of Lexington’s half sister. Rescue, by Berthune. Algerine is a mem- 
ber of another outside family No. 25. the family also of that really great broodmare sire. Young Mel- 
bourne. Algerine is out of Nina, by Boston, a veritable link between the past and the present, for Nina 
commenced her stud career by giving to the turf that famous racer. Planet, and foaled Algerine eighteen 
years later, onlv succumbing to the inevitable at thirty-one years of age. Moreover, the daughters of Al- 
gerine, which was foaled so long ago as 1873. are not done with yet, Crimea, dam of Cardigan and Collec- 
tor Jessup, lias in addition three winners, the two-year-old. Hops, Casey Jones and Prince Ilermis. this 
season, the six victories of the latter having netted his lucky owner close on to $10,600. Sweet Songstress, 
the imported man* from which Great Britain’s sire. The Commoner, descends, was by Doncaster and was 
out of Melodious, by Forester or Peppermint, son of Sweetmeat (Herod) and ancestors also of the Brook- 
lyn and Suburban winner, Kinley Mack. 

Touch Not. Great Britain’s dam, is a bay daughter of the black whirlwind, Treraont. I saw Tremont 
rears ago, down at Belle Meade, along with Iroquois and Great Tom. A fractious brute was Tremont, 
scattering the oats round his box and apt to give his groom an unpleasant time of it. This trait, along 
with his coat coloring, Tremont has fortunately failed to transmit to Great Britain. 

Tremont was. of i-ourse. by Virgil, from Ann Fief, daughter of Alarm. The flying blood of Alarm, 
how many of the fleetest of our racers owe their speed to the flying blood of Alarm. Tremont does not 
t.ace to anv one of the Bruce Lowe’s families. His pedigree stops short on a move by Brilliant. However, 
the fac; of Tremont’s being a Herod in tail male covers a multitude of other deficiencies. Virgil and 
Alarm are indeed bad to lieat. Touch Me Not was a daughter of Great Tom, another dingy chestnut, of 
Matterhorn pro|>ortions. which was a brother to the Derby winner. Kingcraft, and Great Tom introduces 
for the first time the Eclipse strain to Great Britain’s pedigree. Great Tom, his sides raw and bleeding 
from the application before his exportation of some caustic blister till the day of his death, made a big 
m ine for himself, both as a tire of race horses and good broodmares, as might be expected from a son of 
Ling Tom and Woodcraft, whose dam was by the Herod horse. Venison. 

Woodbine, the next dam by Lexington was also a resident of Tennessee, and then comes Miss Pattie. 
by 0 n e 0 f the greatest broodniare sires the world ever knew’, Glencoe, and of this Glencoe strain Great 
Britain shows no less than seven crosses in his make up, and one to Kremlin, by Glencoe’s sire, Sultan. 
\ daughter of Stockholder follows and next a daughter of l’a^olet. The Pacolet I take to be the sire of 
tlie an ci *s tress of Great Britain was a gray and a grandson of imported Citizen and was living in Tennessee 
in 1827 Nell Saunders, the next dam. is given as by Wilke’s Wonder, in regard to whose pedigree the 
Stud Book is not clear.

Final Shot will be void at Lex- 
ington, October 29. the day following the dispersal 
of the Ilaggin Stud. 

The Harry Payne Whitney stable will have four 
jockeys under contract next year, the two M<- 
Taggarts, Johnny and Tommy.

L. H. Hewitt, who rode with marked success in 
New Zealand and Australia a few years ago. has 
returned to Sydney, after an absence of nine years, 
during which period he followed his calling in 
England, Germany and Austria. Apart from the 
fact that he has put on weight, there is little change 
in the versatile New Zealander, who will again ride 
here. It will be remembered that Ilewitt was a 
pronounced exponent of tlie American seat, but be 
now rides two or throe holes longer than when he 
won the Epsem Handicap on Maximize and the 
Metropolitan on Solution. Discussing jockeys at 
present riding in England, he remarked that S. 
Donoghue was good, without approaching the stand 
aril of I). Maher, whom he regards as the most 
fin’shed horseman he ever saw. “Once Maher got 
to the front on any horse, it was a most unusual 
occurrence for him to be beaten.” added Hewitt, in 
emphasizing that rider’s judgment. He credits W. 
Huxley with tieing quite tlie equal of any other 
jockey now in the old country. “Your horses lock 
small by comparison with English horses,” com- 
mented Hewitt, as lie noted them tiling in.ou to 
the training tracks, and lie adhered to tin* correct- 
ness of that idea notwithstanding it was com- 
batted by a trainer who s|K*nt some time in England. 
English horses are not as a rule trained as fine 
as ours, and the extra beef they carry in conse- 
quence would naturally give the impression I hat 
thev are framed on a much larger scale. — Sydney 
Referee.
